Sec, 74-150. Short title. 

This article shall be known and may be cited as the Cook County Home Rule County Retail 
Occupation Tax Ordinance. 

Sec. 74-151, Imposed, 

As authorized by 55 ILCS 5/5-1006 (home rule county retailers' occupation tax law), a tax is 
imposed Countywide upon all persons in the County engaged in the business of selling tangible personal 
property at retail, at the rate of one and three-quarters percent (1.75%) through June 30, 2010, and one 
and one-quarter percent (1.25%) through December 31, 2010, and three-quarters percent thereafter of the 
gross receipts from such sales made in the course of such business. The tax shall be paid in the manner 
provided in such statute. 

Sec, 74-152, Notification of the Illinois Department of Revenue. 

The Clerk of the Board is hereby authorized and directed to obtain and transmit a certified copy 
of this Ordinance to the Illinois Department of Revenue not later than five days after its effective date, 
and in no case later than April October 1, 2010 so as to enable the Illinois Department of Revenue to 
proceed to administer and enforce this Ordinance, on behalf of the County of Cook, as of July January 1, 
20101 . 

Effective date: This Ordinance shall take effect upon passage, except that the rate decrease in Section 
74-151 shall not take effect until January 1, 2011.

HOME RULE COUNTY SERVICE OCCUPATION TAX 

BE IT ORDAINED, by the Cook County Board of Commissioners that Chapter 74 Taxation, Article V, 
Sections 74-190 through 74-192, of the Cook County Code are hereby amended as follows: 

ARTICLE V, SERVICE OCCUPATION TAX, 


Sec. 74-190. Title. 

This article shall be known and may be cited as the Cook County Home Rule County Service 
Occupation Tax Ordinance. 

Sec, 74-191. Imposed. 

As authorized by 55 lECS 5/5-1007 (home rule county service occupation tax law), a tax is 
imposed County wide upon all persons in the County engaged in the business of making sales of service at 
the rate of one and three-quarters percent (1.75%) through June 30, 2010, and one and one-quarter percent 
(1.25%) through December 31, 2010, and three-quarters percent thereafter of the selling price of all 
tangible personal property transferred by such serviceperson either in the form of tangible personal 
property or in the form of real estate as an incident to a sale of service. The tax shall be paid in the manner 
provided by such statute. 

Sec. 74-192. Notification of the Illinois Department of Revenue. 

The Clerk of the Board is hereby authorized and directed to obtain and transmit a certified copy 
of this Ordinance to the Illinois Department of Revenue not later than five days after its effective date, 
and in no case later than April October 1, 20101 so as to enable the Illinois Department of Revenue to 
proceed to administer and enforce this Ordinance, on behalf of the County of Cook, as of Jiriy January 1, 
20101 . 


Effective date: This Ordinance shall take effect upon passage, except that the rate decrease in Section 
74-191 shall not take effect until January 1, 2011.

ORDINANCE AMENDMENT 

DEPARTMENT OF BUILDING AND ZONING 
LOCAL PUBLIC ENTITIES AND NON-PROFIT ORGANIZATIONS 

BE IT ORDAINED, by the Cook County Board of Commissioners, that the Cook County Building Code 
of 1997; under the section titled “Department of Building and Zoning Fees”, as promulgated by the 
Department of Building and Zoning of Cook County, is hereby amended as follows: 

A. All building and zoning permit fees, including annual and semi-annual inspection fees. 
shall be waived for public entities defined as county, township, municipality, municipal corporation, 
school district, forest preserve district, park district, fire protection district, sanitary district, library 
systems and all other local government bodies ; provided, however, that annual inspection fees (where 
applicable) remain at the hourly rate of Forty - five Dollars ($45) . For purposes of this section, the waiver 
shall apply to Brookfield Zoo and Chicago Botanic Gardens, which are operated on forest preserve 
district property. 


This amendment shall be effective January 1. 2009.

PROPOSED ORDINANCE 


BE IT ORDAINED, by the Cook County Board of Commissioners, that Chapter 2 Administration, 
Article IV Officers and Employees, Division 7 Assessor, Section 2-317 of the Cook County Code is 
hereby enacted as follows: 

Sec. 2-317. Assessor special revenue fund. 

(a) Short Title-Purpose. This section shall be known and may be cited as the Assessor 
Special Revenue Fund (“ASRF”) Ordinance. The intent of this ordinance is to create a special revenue 
fund from revenues derived by the efforts of the County Assessor to generate revenue from marketing 
previously unutilized commercial opportunities related to, but not limited to, the Assessor’s Website, 
Assessor Database, and Assessment Notices. 

(b) Definitions. 

Assessor Database means an electronic database maintained by the County Assessor’s Office 
containing property identification numbers, address information, property characteristics for all parcels in 
Cook County for the purposes of real estate taxation, and includes but is not limited to the County 
Assessor’s GIS data. 

Assessor Websites mean any current or subsequent sites, websites, Internet pages, and/or web 
pages of the Offices of the Cook County Assessor, with the respective Internet addresses and/or 
subdomains of: www.cookcountyassessor.com 

Assessment Notices means any and all notices required pursuant to the Illinois Property Tax 

Code. 


(c) Assessor Special Revenue Fund. 

(1) Beginning on or before February 1, 2010, the Comptroller shall create a special 
revenue fund to be entitled the, “Assessor Special Revenue Fund.’’ The revenue 
collected by the Assessor from marketing previously unutilized commercial 
opportunities related to, but not limited to, the Assessor’s Website, Assessor 
Database, and Assessment Notices shall be placed in such special fund for the 
Assessor to be held by the Treasurer of the County.

(2) Such revenues collected and placed in such special fund shall only be disbursed 
by appropriation of the County Board for the operation and administration of the 
Assessor’s Office subject to the procedures set forth in Chapter 34, Article IV of 
the Cook County Code of Ordinances, as the case may be.

A RESOLUTION CALLING FOR THE COMPLETION OF AN ECONOMIC 
IMPACT STUDY AND CONSIDERATION OF THE CONFERENCES OF GOVERNMENT 
COMMENT BEFORE ADOPTION OF THE COOK COUNTY WATERSHED MANAGEMENT 

ORDINANCE 

WHEREAS, the Metropolitan Water Reclamation District of Greater Chicago (MWRD) assumed 
authority for general supervision of stormwater management in Cook County pursuant to the passage of 
Public Act 93-1049 (Act) by the Illinois State Legislature on November 17, 2004. The MWRD’s Board 
of Commissioners adopted the Cook County Stormwater Management Plan (CCSMP) by ordinance on 
February 15, 2007, as required per the Act as a first step in establishing the MWRD’s countywide 
stormwater management program and the development of a stormwater management regulatory 
ordinance; and 

WHEREAS, the MWRD has proposed a Watershed Management Ordinance (WMO) which is intended 
to protect Cook County citizens from increases in flooding, protect the county’s natural resources, and to 
preserve and enhance water quality by fostering responsible development addressing stormwater 
management; and 

WHEREAS, our local governments are charged with planning for the future sustainability of the 
community. Therefore, while the importance of proper storm water management is inherent, the 
responsibility of local elected officials includes the protection of their residents and the protection of 
opportunities for future economic development and redevelopment. Healthy, livable communities are 
built and maintained with sustainable development activities which must include not only environmental 
protection and enhancement but economic development and social benefits as well; and

WHEREAS, while the draft Watershed Management Ordinance addresses the environmental benefits, it 
in no way addresses the economic or social impacts it mandates. The WMO as written could have 
disastrous effects on suburban Cook County communities, especially those more disadvantaged than 
others, where redevelopment is already stymied and for those communities that have little vacant land 
available and redevelopment is their only hope of economic stimulus. The expertise of entities with 
proven natural resource management capabilities and responsibilities, such as our municipalities and 
watershed management organizations, must be utilized in the revision of the WMO; and 

WHEREAS, it is imperative that the concerns of the Conferences of Governments (COGs) which include 
the Southwest Municipal Conference (SMC), the South Suburban Mayors and Managers Association 
(SSMMA), the Northwest Municipal Conference (NWMC), and the West Central Municipal Conference 
(WCMC) be wholly addressed by the MWRD before the WMO is adopted. The following are the 
recommendations and comments on the draft WMO shared by the COGs and the six Cook County 
watershed planning councils: Lower Des Plaines, Poplar Creek, Upper Salt Creek, Little Calumet River, 
Cal-Sag Channel, and the North Branch of the Chicago River. 

1. An economic impact study of the Watershed Management Ordinance should be 
conducted. 

2. Review and permit authority should be delegated to qualified and willing municipalities. 

3. Establish permit review time benchmarks. 

4. Reexamine technical provisions of the draft WMO. 

5. Clearly delineate the responsibilities of co-applicants and examine the implications of the 
WMO on them. 

6. Provide dual or multi-county municipalities with the option to adopt one ordinance. 

7. Revise and complete the Technical Guidance Manual to provide guidance on the 
implementation of and compliance with the Watershed Management Ordinance. 

8. Include provisions that allow for a fee in lieu of detention. 

9. Provide a draft fee schedule for public review. 

10. Reexamine the absolute prohibition on stormwater detention facilities in the floodway. 

11. Revisit the definition of exempt projects related to “grandfathering” and local flood 
control projects. 

12. Refrain from publishing or regulating by Detailed Watershed Plan (DWP) Inundation 
Maps unless the District establishes administrative procedures and the Federal 
Emergency Management Agency (FEMA) adopts the information contained therein as 
Flood Insurance Rate Maps (FIRMS); and

WHEREAS, the sustainability of our communities mandates consideration of the economic effects of the 
Cook County Watershed Management Ordinance as proposed. Cook County cannot have an ordinance 
that pushes even more development to surrounding counties with better taxing structures. An economic 
impact study that captures the benefits and costs of the Ordinance is necessary before the WMO is 
adopted. 

NOW, THEREFORE, BE IT RESOLVED, that the Board of Commissioners of Cook County does 
hereby call upon the President and Commissioners of the Metropolitan Water Reclamation District of 
Greater Chicago to seriously consider the concerns of our local governments and conduct an economic 
impact study before the Cook County Watershed Management Ordinance is adopted; and 

BE IT FURTHER RESOLVED, that a suitable copy of this Resolution be tendered to the President and 
Board of the MWRD and let it also be spread upon the official proceedings of this Honorable Body.

FLEET MANAGEMENT PROGRAM 

WHEREAS, Cook County has a fleet of approximately 2000 vehicles; and 

WHEREAS, the implementation of a fleet management program using a car-sharing approach to county 
vehicles on a cross-departmental basis could increase the efficiency of the county fleet, offering potential 
cost-savings and decreasing the environmental impact of county vehicle usage; and 

WHEREAS, there is technology and equipment available to manage public sector fleets, providing real¬ 
time data, including: vehicle demand, usage, reservations, drivers and maintenance; and 

WHEREAS, this information can be used to help maximize fleet performance and achieve an average of 
20 to 40 percent reduction in total vehicles; and

WHEREAS, the District of Columbia began a 6-month pilot program in a fleet management program in 
October of 2009 with the goal of eliminating 150 vehicles from the city’s motor fleet; and 

WHEREAS, at the end of the six-month pilot program, the District reduced the number of cars in its 
passenger car fleet by 360 vehicles—17% of the original fleet—to yield an estimated savings of $6.6 
million over five years; and 

WHEREAS, following the pilot program, the District of Columbia continued with their new management 
program, under which the District currently operates at a ratio of 15:1 drivers to vehicles, while most 
counties and cities operate at driver ratios between 2:1 and 5:1 per vehicle; and 

WHEREAS, combined with the District’s fleet reduction, the new fleet management program yields an 
estimated reduction of 800-900 metric tons of carbon dioxide emissions; and 

WHEREAS, fleet management technology can also provide extensive reporting capabilities which can 
identify safety risks and help ensure vehicle policies are followed by tracking the location and driver of 
County vehicles at all times. 

NOW, THEREFORE, BE IT RESOLVED, that the Cook County Board of Commissioners requests 
that the Bureau of Administration explore the use of an electronic fleet management system to manage 
Cook County vehicles, where appropriate; and 

BE IT FURTHER RESOLVED, that the Bureau of Administration report back to the Cook County 
Board of Commissioners to present their findings at their earliest possible convenience.

PROPOSED RESOLUTION 

CONSOLIDATION OF COOK COUNTY’S TECHNOLOGY 

WHEREAS, Cook County has struggled for years to seek out the best approach to address the 
technology requirements of all entities under the auspices of the County; and 

WHEREAS, there has been resistance among some elected officials to consolidate into the County’s 
main technology system due to concerns with privacy; and 

WHEREAS, it has become evident that the County cannot continue financially to fund separate or 
proprietary technology plans for different agencies and departments under the umbrella of the County; 
and 

WHEREAS, technology funding outside of the Bureau of Technology is significant: automation funding 
is $30 million with 240 FTE’s; document storage costs are $26 million with 192 FTE’s; and technology 
related to the 260 and 579 accounts is over $50 million annually; and 

WHEREAS, it is clear that consolidation across all areas of technology will improve efficiencies and 
save the County money, in 2010 the Bureau of Technology will save $700,000 by consolidating the 
iSeries system into the mainframe and $450,000 by transitioning phone system maintenance to existing 
staff; and 

WHEREAS, of paramount importance in the consolidation process are privacy issues for independent 
elected officials, and ensuring the integrity and confidentiality of important information. The Bureau of 
Technology has already proven this can be accomplished as has been done in Maricopa, Eos Angeles and 
Miami Dade Counties in their IT consolidation programs; and 

WHEREAS, the Cook County Board previously approved the consolidated approach to hardware, 
software and technology related services, the County must now take the next step to consolidate all 
technology investments, systems and applications. 

NOW, THEREFORE, BE IT RESOLVED, that the Bureau of Technology will prepare to centralize 
technology throughout the County by: preparing an Enterprise Architectural Plan for all County IT 
operations; consolidate all IT spending including oversight of special purpose funds; continue to build a 
disaster recovery site; convert historical paper records to electronic format along with other necessary 
steps and present it to the President and Board of Commissioners prior to the 2011 budget process for 
implementation into the 2011 budget. ; and

BE IT FURTHER RESOLVED., that all departments, bureaus and agencies under the President, and all 
office of County Elected Officials, are hereby directed to provide the Chief Information Officer, on or 
before February 25, 2010, with detailed information identifying all county staff who are employed in 
automation or technology related jobs, by job titles and position codes from the 2010 Executive Budget 
and including the sources of funding for their salary (general funds, grant funds or special purpose funds) 
and a description of their duties and responsibilities as they pertain to information technology; and 

BE IT FURTHER RESOLVED, that the Chief Information Officer will prepare a report containing an 
analysis of the information collected under this directive, said report to be submitted to the President and 
Board of Commissioners on March 16, 2010,

WHEREAS, the Center for Economic Progress was established in 1990 as a non-profit organization; and 

WHEREAS, the mission of the Center for Economic Progress is to increase economic opportunity for 
low-income families, children and individuals by improving access to public, private and non-profit 
programs and services; through direct services, public education and advocacy, the Center challenges 
barriers facing its constituency, thus encouraging self-sufficiency and promoting economic prosperity; 
and 

WHEREAS, in 2010, the Center for Economic Progress expects to serve more than 35,000 families, 
returning over $50 million in refunds to hard-working Illinois families; and 

WHEREAS, the Tax Counseling Project was launched at four Chicago homeless shelters in 1994 and has 
grown to become the nation’s largest free statewide tax preparation service for working families and 
individuals; and 

WHEREAS, trained volunteers participating in the tax assistance program provide free tax preparation 
assistance for families with incomes of $50,000.00 or less and individuals with incomes of $25,000.00 or

ORDINANCE AMENDMENT 

ORDINANCE AMENDING CHAPTER 10 ANIMALS 

BE IT ORDAINED, by the Cook County Board of Commissioners that Chapter 10 Animals, Sections 
10-2 and 10-8 of the Cook County Code are hereby amended as follows: 

Sec. 10-2, Definitions. 

Tetherins means to restrain a dog by tying the dog to any object or structure, including without 
limitation a house, tree, fence, post, garage, shed, clothes line by any means, including without limitation 
a chain, rope, cord, leash or running line. 

Tow chain or los chain means any chain that is more than 1/4 of an inch in width. 

Sec. 10-8. Animal care. 

(a) No owner shall fail to provide his or her animal with sufficient wholesome food and 
water, proper shelter and protection from the weather, veterinary care when needed to prevent suffering, 
and with humane care and treatment. 

(b) No person shall beat, torment, overload, overwork or otherwise abuse an animal. 

(c) No person shall own, keep, harbor, or otherwise maintain within the County, any breeds 
of fowl that are or will be used in the pursuit of and staging of cockfighting on any premises. 

Id) No person shall use a tow or log chain as a collar, leash or tether. 

(e) Restrictions on a dog that is tethered:

(d f) No person shall promote, stage, hold, manage, conduct, or carry on any animal fight or 
any other type of contest, game or fight of a similar nature, nor any simulated version of same that 
involves baiting or inciting an animal toward intent to fight. 

(e g) No person shall hold a greased pig contest. 

(f h) No person shall be permitted to keep animals in violation of the Humane Care for Animal 
Act (510 ILCS 70/1 et seq.) or the Animal Welfare Act (225 ILCS 605/1 et seq.). 

(g i) No owner may abandon any animal where it may become a public charge or may suffer 
injury, hunger or exposure. 

(h j) No person shall keep any animal within a building or upon any premises without food, 
water, or proper care and attention for a period of time sufficient to cause undue discomfort or suffering. 
If the owner cannot be located after reasonable search, or if the owner shall be known to be absent due to 
injury, illness, incarceration or other involuntary circumstances, it shall be the duty of the Administrator 
or a Humane Investigator to act upon the complaint as directed by the Humane Care for Animals Act (510 
ILCS 70/1 et seq.).

(i k) No person shall give away or use any live animal as a prize for or as an inducement to 
enter any contest, game, or other competition or as an inducement to enter a place of amusement or offer 
such animal as an incentive to enter any business agreement whereby the offer was for the purpose of 
attracting trade. 

Q 1) No person shall bring or cause to have brought into the County, sell, offer for sale, barter 
or display living baby chicks, ducklings or other fowl or rabbits which have been dyed, colored or 
otherwise treated so as to impart to them an artificial color, or give away as pets or sell, offer for sale, 
barter or give away at no cost or as novelties or prizes. Nothing in this section shall be construed to 
prohibit legitimate commerce in poultry for agricultural or food purposes. 

(k m) No person may knowingly poison or cause to be poisoned any domesticated animal. The 
only exception will be written permit from the Illinois Department of Agriculture for the purpose of 
controlling diseases transmissible to humans or other animals and only when all other methods and means 
have been exhausted. Such a permit shall name a person or persons conducting the poisoning, specify the 
products to be used, give the boundaries of the area involved and specify the precautionary measures to be 
employed to insure the safety of humans and other animals. Any drugs used for euthanasia shall be by or 
under the direction of a licensed veterinarian. 

(1 n) No person shall kill or wound, attempt to kill or wound, or take the nest or eggs or young 
of any bird that is protected by Federal or State law. Birds that are regulated by the Illinois Department of 
Conservation are excluded from this restriction during the period of regulation. 

(ffi p) No person shall keep or permit to be kept or display for exhibition purposes any wild 
animal contrary to Federal, State and local laws or regulations. 

(n p) No person shall permit at any time their animal to: 

(1) Run uncontrolled; 

(2) Molest persons or vehicles by chasing, barking or biting; 

(3) Attack other animals; 

(4) Damage property other than the owner's;-er,. 

- Bark, whine, howl or make excess noises so as to cause a nuisance. 

(eg) No person shall allow animal feces to accumulate in any yard, pen or premises in or upon 
which an animal shall be confined or kept so that it becomes offensive to those residing in the vicinity or 
a health hazard to the residing animal.

If immediate removal shall not appear practical or possible or if the 
removed animal is in critical condition such animal may be deprived of life by the most humane method 
available on the scene unless the owner shall come forward beforehand and assume responsibility for 
immediate removal and care.

This project will provide a new facility to combine and house the Reception Classification Diagnostic 
Center which processes admissions into the Department of Corrections (DOC), Cermak Health Services 
of Cook County and the Residential Treatment Unit. The program includes new intake, holding, and 
processing areas, clinics, medical services and associated administrative functions, dormitories and 
auxiliary dormitory functions. In recent years, this system has had to respond to the demands of 
increasing numbers of inmate admissions and mental health evaluations and treatment. The existing 
RCDC and RTU facilities can no longer accommodate the volume of admissions, screenings and care 
required. The facilities are overcrowded, basic amenities are inadequate, building systems are outdated 
and in some cases non-functional. 


The new facility will meet current ‘Essential Standards” set by the National Commission on Correctional 
Health Care and the American Correctional Association and is required for maintaining accreditation and 
will provide for an efficient and orderly intake process including, screening and provision of care.
